‘FOOCHOW. 


CITY FEARS ARE 
DISCOUNTED. 


A shipment of approximately 
$600,000 arrived in the Colony this 
morning from Foochow on board 
the Douglas steamer Halyang, 
some $600,000 being deposited in 
the vaults of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation and 
the remainder going to variour 
Chinese firma in the city. 

In reply to a question ‘the officer 
supervising unloading said that it 
was not on account of any danger 
in Foochow that the shipment was 
made. “We are always carrying 
money up and down the coast, ax 
well as up and down'the Yangtszu 
and other rivers” he said. - 

The bank officer supervising the 
unlonding was of.a similar opinion. 

"The Foochow office {s. small”, he 
remarked, “and probably they had 
too much money for their require- 
ments so, as is always the cane, it 
was transferred to the head office.” 

The money, in some 30 cages, waa 
carried through the. city’ on lor- 
ries, under the guard of an Indian 
constable, :
